Tho Character of the War. 

“ This country, sir, maintains, and means 
to maintain, the rights of human nature, and 
the capacity of man for self-government. So 
spoke Mr. Lincoln a few days sinoe upon the 
occasion of his reception of Count Piper, the 
Sweedish Minister. What are the “rights of 
human nature," and what did Mr. Lincoln 
mean by the use of the expression ? Clearly, 
that those rights equally pertain to all men, 
without distinction of race or color ; that the 
negro has no less a right to personal freedom 
than the white man ; and that his adminis- 
tration was determined to maintain and es- 
tablish him in the full and undisturbed en- 
joyment of that right. No other just or 
rational interpretation can be put upon the 
language of the President, and we venture 
tho assertion that no other interpretation will, 
in the end, be sustained by the future acts of 
his administration. Thespcech taken, simply, 
in itself, might, perhaps, amount to but little, 
and be regarded merely as an inadvertent ex- 
pression put forth by the President in the way 
of oratorical display or diplomatic flourish. 
But taken in connection with many similar 
speeches from the same high quarter, and cer- 
tain recent acts of the government, it possess- 
es unusual interest, and undoubtedly carries 
with it the deepest significance as to the ob- 
jects with which this war is waged, and the 
ends expected to bo ultimately accomplished 
by it. Is it a war to sustain tho Union and 
maintain the integrity of the Constitution ? 
Or, is it a war to put down slavery 7 Is the 
great contest on the part of the government 
a generous nnd irresistible outgushing of pa- 
triotism ? Or is it a mere crusade of blind 
and lawless fanaticism? These questions 
must bo answered by the administration, and 
it seems from the developments of the last 
few days, they are fast being answered, fully 
nnd distinctly in the face of the nation and 
the world. As they are answered, so will be 
the future position and action of Kentucky. 
The Administration cannot long shirk or 
escape the issue, but must meet it boldly and 
openly. The schism between tho States has 
become too wide and deep ; the war has al 
ready become far too colossal and fearful in 
its proportions, for the great ulterior objects 
with which it is waged, to be much long left 
in doubt and obscurity. And, indeed Mr. 
Lincoln, for himself, seems in the very least 
degree inclined to permit any such doubt or 
uncertainty to rest upon his own ideas of the 
nature of the war, and the final consequences to 
ensue from it. Hence his late explicit declar- 
ation, pregnant with the deepest meaning, to 
tho Sweedish Minister. The reading public 
will connect that remark with his declaration, 
made at Pittsburg, on his way to Washington, 
that “the Chicago platform would constitute 
sacred law to his administration, and with 
that other, equally wise and patriotic assertion 
made at Philadelphia, in the course of the 
same memorable journey, that “this govern- 
ment was established to lift the weights from 
off the shoulders of all men, ’ and, interpre- 
ted by the light of that connection and those 
declarations, it will have no difficulty in de- 
termining how tho President regards the war; 
with what spirit nnd purposes he intends to 
wage it, and what results he calculates to flow 
from it. 

Or, if those clear and explicit declarations 
of the President are not proof sufficient upon 
the subject, the public mind will readily recur 
to numerous late orders from commanding 
Generals, forbiding the return of fugitive 
slaves within their lines; and to the still more 
recent instructions of the Secretary of Vv ar 
to General Sherman, of the coast expedition, 
directing the organization into companies, 
battalions, &c., of such fugitives, and their

result of the war, and that what they medi- 
tate, they intend to the full extent of their 
power to enforce, then is the reading public 
infinitely more 6tupid than any intelligent 
public should be, and we firmly believe tho 
American public are.

“ Shall we not seize the cotton at Beaufort , 
the munitions of war f And if you would 
open their ports, seize their property, and even 
destroy their lives, I ask you whether you 
would not use their slaves? Whether you 
would not arm their slaves, [ great applause ,] 
and carry them in battalions against their 
masters. [ Renewed and tumultuous applause.] 
Jf necessary to save this Government / would 
plunge their whole country, black and white, in 
one indiscriminate sea of blood, so that in the 
end we should have a Government which 
should be the vicegerent of God. ’’ 

Could language be stronger or more horri- 
ble, or evidence he clearer and more demon- 
strative than that presented by the speech of 
Colonel Cochrane, and the indorsement of 
the Secretary of War, of the fell and destruc- 
tive purposes of tho Administration in earn- 
ing on tho war ?

Orders have been issued from 
our headquarters to have them properly cared 
for. 

We are preparing for another expedition. 
Two car loads of arms arrived here Sundav 
night, and several ear loads of shell, shot, and 
ammunition yesterday. 

The Second Illinois Cavalry have received 
their arms and are ready for a fight. 

Kentuckians, who may be considered as re- 
liable, report that our troops, under command 
of General Paine, burned the town of May- 
field, to the last house, and that heavy firii g 
was heard this side of that place from ten to 
two o'clock Sunday night.

The News as Reported at Mt. Sterling. 

[Correspondent of the Cincinnati Gnxette.] 
Mount Sterling, Ky., Nov. 14. 

It is a pitv to spoil a “thing of beauty,’ 
hut the truth ought to be always told, when 
anything at all is said. We have been mak- 
injr ourselves happy under the delusion thut 
a great battle had been fought by General 
Nelson at Piketon, and that hundreds of 
rebels had bitten the dust, and that 2,000 of 
them were prisoners, including their General 

but we have at last received a true account 

of the whole affair, and our great victory, has 
been so dwarfed in its proportions, until we 
can scarcely realize that it is tho same. Mr. 
James M. Ogden, of Clark county, a gentle- 
man of intelligence, nnd every wav relmble, 
reached here on his way home— he left Fres- 
tonburg on Monday morning. I had a con- 
versation with him, and learn that the fol 
lowing is about the facts, as he gathered 
them from persons who were present and 
knew all about the fight: 

On Friday evening last, as the main body 
of our forces were pressing forward from 
Prestonburg to Piketon, they came upon the 
rebels, in a very strong natural position, 
about twelve miles from the latter place, 
when quite a brisk little fight took place, the 
eneinv firing upon our troops from ambus- 
cades on each side of the road; but after stand- 
ing their ground for a time, they gave way 
and scattered in the surrounding brush, and 
made good theircscapc. leaving about twenty- 
live dead upon the field. It is supposed that 
their wounded were taken away with them.

gThis table does not take into account the 
troops furnished to the rebel cause by Mis- 
souri, Kentucky, and Maryland, which cer- 
tainly amount to upwards of 100,000 men — 
thus making the estimate of 460,000 for tha 
Southern army as nearly accurate as possible. 
Again: by the census of 1860, the fighting 
population, or males between eighteen nnd 
forty-five years, in the rcbellious.Stntes, arc 
upwards of a million. "What reason can he 
assigned why half of the number may not he 
under arms? By the operations of war, the 
closing of Southern ports, and the blockade 
of the Mississippi, the commerce of the South 
is destroyed, and the employment of the pop- 
ulation in civil avocations is greatly diminish- 
ed. There is thus a vast number ready for 
the pursuits of war. Then when we consider 
how every man is pressed into the army, and 
imprisoned or ostracised if he will not take 
up arms, what ground is thcro for rational 
doubt that the insurgent army amounts to 
460,000 men? But they cannot obtain many 
more. The rest of the population is absolute- 
ly needed for the conducting of business op- 
erations, the protection of the women, and 
the superintendence of the labor of the blacks. 

The Fight at the Mississippi Passes— A New 
Version of the Affair. 

[From the New York Herald, Nov. 11.1 
The storeship Nightingale, Captain D. B. 
Horn, arrived here onISaturday morningfrom 
the mouth of the Mississippi, and from her 
officers we are enabled to lay before our read- 
ers the following additional particulars of the 
late fight between our vessels and Hollin s 
fleet, near New Orleans. It places a some- 
what new light upon the matter, and gives 
some interesting facts : 

Saturday, October 12th. at 7 o clock A. M., 
saw the fleet, which had been up to the pnsses 
building a fortification, coming down the 
river, apparently pursued by tho steamers 
employed by the rebels. 

About half past eight A. M„ the Union 
fleet — consisting of the sloops-of-war Rich- 
mond, Preble, and Vincennes, and the gun- 
boat Water "Witch — was plainly to be seen 
coming down the river, and, when nearly op- 
posite ‘Pilot Town, the Vincennes ran aground, 
and Capt. Pope, of the Richmond, finding it 
necessary to save the Vincennes, rounded to, 
and in doing so was carried on a mud bank 
by the current— but fortunately lay in a good 
position, being broadside to the pursuing ves 
sels. The Preble succeeded in getting down 
the pass without difficulty, and lay oft and on 
the pass during tho remainder of the day. 
Tho Water Witch rounded to and took a posi- 
tion on the west side of the pass. Soon after 
the Vincennes ran aground, the rebel steam- 
ers I v v, James L. Day, Orlando, and another 
steamer, supposed to he the Marquis de la 
Ilabana, and now called the McRay, who 
were in pursuit, rounded to and took a posi- 
tion on tile west side of tho pass, and opened 
fire on the Union ships with their rifled guns, 
and the Richmond and Water Witch re- 
turned it with their largest pieces. The Vin- 
cennes could, unfortunately, bring her guns 
to bear only two or three times, when the 
rebel steamers would come down _ on her 
starboard quarter, when she would imnrove 
her chance by discharging her starboard 
battery. 

The' rebels kept up a continued and regular 
fire; the steamers continually kept changing 
their position, to destroy our range. The 
Water Witch also kept moving about, and 
was everywhere where she could do the most 
good. The Richmond treated them occasion- 
ally to a broadsido from her heavy battery of 
nine inch guns. The Y incennes, howover, 
was forced to receive their fire, without a 
chance of returning it. In the hight of the 
engagement, the Vincennes threw all of her 
guns overboard, with the exception of four 
68-poundeas. It being impossible to get her 
off the bank, she was fired and abandoned, 
and her crew went on board tho Richmond. 
Before the flames had gained much headway, 
it was thought possible to save her, and her 
men went on hoard and extinguished the 
flames. After an hour and a quarter of 
hard firing, the rebels went up the river 
again. 

Tho damage to tho Union ships was noth- 
ing to speak of. The only ship that was 
touched at all was the Richmond, she being 
struck in one of her cabin ports by a spent 
shot, which hardly went through the wood 
work. The shell was picked up and hove out 
of the port again by Acting/Master Edwin 
Devins. Tha Vincennes and Preble were 
not touched ; and if Captain Handy, of the 
Vincennes, had not hove his guns overboard, 
the whole squadron would have been in as 
good condition as they were before the ac- 
tion. 

During the afternoon tho steamers South 
Carolina and McClellan came off the pass, 
and went up the river and took the Vin- 
cennes and Richmond in tow, and towed them 
off the bank, and anchored thorn outside tho

YYe have heretofore published statements 
of the strength of the rebel army, which ex- 
perience proves to be a close approximation 
to the truth. We published a statement im- 
mediately before the battle of Bull Run, 
showing the enemy's superiority in numbers, 
and the result verified our estimate. Had 
due attention been paid to these statistics the 
disastrous repulso before Manassas could not 
have taken place, and tho insane cry of “On- 
ward to Richmond" would have been disre- 
garded. We have published statements of 
the rebel strength from Southern sources, 
stating whence we derived our information:

ern sources, also stating the origin of our in- 
telligence. We recently gave the Southern 
estimate of the rebel army as amounting to 
460.000 men. We did not indorse its accu- 
racy; hut we then held, as we do now, that it 
was safer to assume those figures to be cor- 
rect than to commit the blunder of under es- 
timating them, as some of our flippant New 
York contemporaries have done. All the er- 
rors and failures, from Big Bethclto Belmont, 
have arisen from despising the numbers and 
prowess of the Southern Army. Had the 
mistake been in the other direction, very dif- 
ferent results would have been achieved, and 
the reverses proceeding from an overween- 
ing confidence would not now have to be de-

prepense, calling us secessionists and other 
bad uamcf, because we outstripped them in

Russellville, Kt., 1 
Tuesday, Oct. 29, 1801. / 

In accordance with a notice previously giv- 
en, anumber of gentlemen from several counties 
in the State assembled at Odd Fellows’ Hull, in 
the city of Russellville, on Tuesday, October 
29th, 1861, for the purpose of conferring 
together in reffereuce to the situation of the 
country, and the steps to be taken to better 
preserve domestic tranquility and pvoteetthe 
rights of person and property in the State of 
Kentucky.

J. C. Wiekliffe, of Nelson county, moved 
that the Conference adjourn to meet again 
to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock Ayes 23, 
nays 22. And the Conference accordingly ad- 
journed. 

Wednesday, Oct. 30, 1861. 
The Conference met pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. 

The journal of yesterday was read and ap- 
proved.

Col. G. W. Johnson, of Scott county, pre- 
sented a scries of resolutions for the consider- 
ation of the Conference.

H. W. Bruce, of the citv of Louisville, of- 
fered an amendment to the original resolu- 
tions. 

Geo. B. Hodge, of Campbell county, offered 
an amendment to the substitute. 

The various propositions before tho Confer- 
ence were discussed at much length, when 
Mr. Bruce moved to refer all the resolu- 
tions before the Conference to n select com- 
mittee of seven, of whom G. W. Johnson 
should be chairman, with instructions to re- 
port at 3 o'clock, P. M. Carried. 

Tho committee was appointed by the chair- 
man, as follows: George W. Johnson, II. W. 
Bruce, P. B. Thompson, B. Duncan, T. L.

The chairman (H. C. Burnett) was added 
to the committee by a vote of the Conference. 

And then tho Conference took a recess un- 
til 3 o'clock, P. M. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Conference met at 3 o'clock, P. 51. 
George AV. Johnson, from the select com- 
mittee, reported the following resolutions, 
which were, without debate, unanimously 
adopted by tho Conference. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, Tho majority of the Legisla- 
ture of Kentucky have violated their most 
solemn pledges made before the election, and 
deceived and betrayed the people; have 
abandoned the position of neutrality assumed 
by themselves and the people, and invited in- 
to the State the organized armies of Lincoln ; 
have abdicated the government in favor of 
the military despotism which they have 
placed around themselves, but cannot conti ol, I 
nnd have abandoned the duty of shielding the 
citizen with their protection; have thrown 
upon our people and the State the horrors 
and ravages of war, instead of attempting to 
preserve the peace, nnd have voted men and | 
money for the war waged by the North for 
the destruction of our constitutional rights ; 
have violated the express words of the Con- 
stitution by borrowing live millions of money 
for the support of the war without a vote of 
the people; have permitted the arrest and 
imprisonment of our citizens, and transferred 
the constitutional prerogatives of the Execu- 
tive to a military commission of partisans; 
have seen the writ of habeas corpus suspended 
without an effort for its preservation, and per- 
mitted our people to be driven in exile from 
from their homes; have subjected our proper- 
ty to confiscation, and our persons to confine- 
ment in the penitentiary as felons because we 
may choose to take part in a contest for civil 
liberty and constitutional government, against 



I a sectional majority waging war against tfye 
people nnd institutions of fifteen independent 
| States of the old Federal Union, and have 
done all these things deliberately against the 
warnings and vetoes of the Governor, and 
the solemn remonstrances of the minority in 
the Senate and House of Representatives; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That tho unconstitutional edicts 
of a factious majority of a Legislature thus 
false to their pledges, their honor, and their 
interests, are not law, and that such govern- 
ment is unworthy of the support of a brave 
and free people, and we therefore denounce 
their unconstitutional acts and usurpations, 
and bid defiance both to tho Federal and 
State governments. 

Resolved, That abandoned and betrayed as 
we have been by the Lincolnite majority of 
the Legislature of Kentucky, and proscribed 
I by the Abolition party, who have usurped the 
Federal Government and broken down the 
Constitution of the Federal Union, and being 
as yet no part of the Southern Confederacy, 
and therefore altogether without the protec- 
tion of law, the people have, by the laws of 
God and the express letter of the Constitu- 
tion of Kentucky, “at all times an inaliena- 
ble and indefeasible right to alter, reform, or 
abolish their government, in such manner as 
they may think proper;’' and in the language 
of the same Constitution we declare, “that 
absolute and arbitrary power over the lives, 
liberty, and property of freemen, exists 
nowhere in a Republic — not even in the 
largest majority. 

Rssolved, That we do hereby declare that 
the majority of the Legislature, by their acts, 
have abandoned, betrayed, and abdicated the 
government, and that ihe people have now a 
right to a fair representation of their will, 
and that the Governor be, and is hereby, 
invited to convene a Legislature to meet out- 
side the lines of the Lincoln army, to be 
composed of such members as are now elect- 
ed und may attend, or new members to be 
chosen by the people. 

And Whereas, AVe have reason to be- 
lieve that tho Governor is unable to convene 
the Legislature outside the lines of tho Lin- 
coln army; therefore, 

Resolved, That we recommend a conven- 
tion, to be chosen, elected, or appointed in 
any manner now possible by the people of 
the several counties of the State, to meet at 
Russellville on the 18th of November, and 
we recommend to them the passage of an or- 
dinance severing forever our connection with 
the Federal Government, and to adopt such 
i measures, either by the adoption of a pro- 
visional government or otherwise, as in their 
judgment will give full and ample protection 
to the citizens in their persons and property, 
and secure to them the blessings of constitu- 
tional government. 

Resolved, That wo recommend to the peo- 
ple in every county where they have the pow- 
er so to do to organize at once a County 
Guard of at least one hundred men, to be 
armed by the people in every county and 
mounted if possible, to be paid as Confeder- 
ate troops, and subject to duty in their own 
and adjoining counties, and subject also to 
the rules and regulations of the Confederate 
j States, and to the orders of the commanding 
; General. 

1 Resolved, That we will never pay one cent 
of the unconstitutional loan of five millions 
of dollars, obtained by the Legislature from 
tho banks for the prosecution of this war, in- 
stituted for the coercion and subjugation of 
the slaveholding States, and that we will rc- 
j sist by force of arms, if necessary, tho collec- 
I tion by tho sheriffs of all taxes intended to be 
paid over to tho Lincoln party in the Legis- 
lature, and that we denounce as enemies to 
their country and constitutional government 
all those who may advocate the payment of 
1 the same to the sheriffs for tho purpose afore- 
said. 

Resolved, That each one of us will go to 
work actively and energetically to secure a 
full representation in such Convention, and 
that we will urge upon our friends every- 
! where to take such steps as will securo such a 
result.

Southern Criticism on the Taking of Port 
Royal. 

The Norfolk (Virginia) Day Book, of the 
11th instant, has this criticism cf the misman- 
agement of the rebel leaders at Port Royal : 

The natural inference is, that there was 
considerable wantof management on the part 
of those in authority at the batteries at Port 
Royal, and that the guns dismounted them- 
selves by their rebound, from not being prop- 
erly secured to their carriages. Of this, we 
are not told, however, in any of the commu- 
nications from that quarter. But how a bat- 
tery of thirty or thirty-six guns could be dis- 
mounted otherwise, appears too much of a 
mystery to practical minds, with whom wo 
have conversed. 

AVe have been so often told that one gun 
on shore is more effective than five or ten on 
shipboard, that we are forced to credit the as- 
sertion; and how the thing was possible for 
; those ships to dismount our guns, one after 
another, is a matter altogether unaccountable, 
unless tho rebound dismounted them. AA : e 
1 could not see how the ships could huve possi- 
bly obtained such positions ns to have ac- 
complished that result, and do not believe 
they did; however, from what light wo have 
had on the subject so far, we believe the dis- 
mounting of those guns was the means of ul- 
lowingthe enemy’s ships to pass our batteries, 
and if our surmises should prove correct in 
this, case, it may be the means of teaching 
our people a lesson at other points, which will 
prevent the recurrence of such another disas- 
ter. 

AVe see by some accounts that Commodore 
Tatnall, after his little fleet could no longer 
be effective, took his crew off and sent the 
vessels up the river out of harm's way, and 
then went into the batteries with his men. 
Now, it occurs to us, if those already at the 
batteries were unaccustomed to handling such 
guns, that the Commodore and his men must 
have been expert at it, and therefore it could 
not have been so much for want of good gun- 
ners as for want of guns, or those they had 
beiDg improperly geared, at the time the 
Commodore went to their assistance. If the 
guns had been properly fixed it may have 
been that the result would have turned out 
quite different. AVhen he got there, it was 
too late to think even of making any altera- 
tion, and ho found himself powerless, each 
gun possibly dismounting itself from the re- 
bound. AVhose fault was it? 



Rumor of Seward’s Removal. 

The Chicago Times says it is rumored that 
there is an extensive combination among Re- 
publican politicians of the ultra school to re- 
move Mr. Seward to some honorable exile, 
and to place Gen. Banks in the State Depart- 
ment. The reason of this is supposed to be 
that Mr. Seward is not abolition enough in 
his present tendencies.

Thomas — The Rebel repulse at Wild Cat 

an Accident — Deficiencies of the army at 

London — No Cavalry, no Transportation, 

Short Rations, <j’c. 

Dreary November is upon us. Cold blasts 
from the North sweep hoarsely through the 
leafless forests, and chill rains beat merciless- 
ly upon shivering sentinels, splashing faith- 
fully on their lonely rounds through the deso- 
late night. All around us there is a boundless 
contiguity of mire. There is discomfort un- 
der foot, and comfort is denied to the shud- 
dering groups huddling about our feeble 
camp fires. Heaps upon heaps of logs are 
heaved upon the smoking pile, but every as- 
piring flame perishes underthc pitiless storm. 
And yet it is an old song, we are told, thatsays 
“ a soldier's life is always gay. " 

Beautiful Indian summer vanished with 
October. November was ushered in with 
lowering skies and cold winds, which pierced 
to the very marrow of our bones. Before 
high noon the flood gate of heaven opened, 
and rain has fallen without intermission to 
this moment. This storm is a premonition of 
winter. Our soldiers have observed its ap- 
proach. Cold, frosty nights, when water con- 
gealed to the solid thickness of an inch, warn- 
ed us of coming inclemency; but those who 
misrule the destinies of this nation have 
seemed insensible to the signs of the season. 
AVhv, in the name of suffering humanity, arc 
our brave soldiers detained in this unfriendly 
clime, inactive and unprepared to resist the 
assaults of stern winter? AVhy should they 
be advanced beyond the line of easy trans- 
portation and halted in the mountains, where 
subsistence is never superfluous, and where it 
is so difficult to carry it from abundant 
markets? God knows the soldier is required 
to make sacrifices enough under the most 
favorable circumstances ; but it passes ordi- 
nary understanding to comprehend the policy 
which pushes them into the mountains of 
Kentucky and halts thorn, in the opening of 
winter, unprepared to resist its rigors. And 
when you consider that this brave little col- 
umn, which is ever ready to go forward with 
enthusiasm, is halted in mid career, with no 
orders but to stop, and without subsistence to 
carry them forward or backward two days 
without reducing them to half rations, you 
will appreciate and sympathize with our in- 
dignation at authority which so abuses the 
soldiers of the republic. 

“Cumberland Gap Expedition,” I am fain 
to believe, is a misnomer, judging from obser- 
vation of operations upon this line. I reiter- 
ate my opinion that it was never designed to 
accomplish anything but prevent the entrance 
of a rebel column into the BlueGrass regions 
of Kentucky. And it has been so feebly 
managed that nothing but a fortunate acci- 
dent obstructed tho advance of Zollieoffer. 
The story of the gallant fight at AV i Id Cat 
you have heard. Had that success depended 
upon the energy of Gen. Thomas it never 
would have been achieved. The history of it 
is brief. Let me relate it. 

Col. Garrard, in accordance with instruc- 
tions from Gen. Thomas, occupied a position 
on Rockcastle Hills with 600 raw Kentuck- 
ians. The post required a force of 10,000 men 
to hold it against a well directed attack. Gar- 
rard remained there three weeks, subject to 
constant danger and alarm. Three days be- 
fore Zollieoffer uttaeked the place, Garrard ad- 
vised Gen. Thomas definitely of his approach, 
and of the strength of the rebel army. The 
Seventeenth Ohio was ordered to move in the 
usual mode of marching down the Richmond 
road, to obstruct the enemy in that direction. 
The Fourteenth Ohio afterwards moved for- 
ward from Camp Dick Robinson towards 
AVild Cat with a battery. Its energetic Col- 
onel desired to know whether hasto was de- 
sirable, and the General told him no. He 
marched eighteen miles the first day. On the 
second he marched twelve miles, and went 
into camp, but shortly afterwards he received 
an urgent message from Garrard to reinforce 
him at once. 

AVithout waiting for orders from General 
Thomas, Col. Steedman pushed onward, and 
by forced marching reached tho foot of AVild 
Cat Hills by two o’clock next morning — the 
day of the battle — having marched thirty-six 
miles. Meantime Col. Garrard sent for Col. 
Coburn and his Thirty-third Indiana, at Crab 
Orchard, and dispatched a messenger across 
the hills to Col. Connell, urging him to hasten 
from the Richmond road to his assistance. 
The latter, with great energy and spirit, cut 
his way through the forests and over appa- 
rently impracticable hills, nnd arrived the 
day before the battle. The rebel tattoo had 
been heard the night before at tho foot of the 
hills below Wild Cat. Col. Coburn arrived 
Sunday night, and Col. Steedman, with the 
Fourteenth Ohio, and Standart’s battery, 
reached the top of the hill in the midst of the 
fight, and a few shells from the field pieces 
settled it. During this exciting period Gen. 
Thomas was at Camp Dick Robinson, pro- 
foundly unconscious, to all appearances, of 
the dire extremity to which his little van- 
guard was reduced ; and it is an incon- 
testable fact that, but for the energy and inde- 
pendent spirit of the volunteer Colonels 
of his column, Garrard's command would 
have been captured, dispersed, or cut to 
pieces. Even Gen. Schoepf, a most merito- 
rious officer, was not sent forward to assume 
command until the eve of the battle, and he 
was not qualified to direct the troops, because 
he was totally ignorant of the position. 

Before leaving this subject it may bo well 
to correct other misapprehensions respecting 
the AVild Cat affair. The Kentucky papers 
huve given Col. Garrard credit to which he is 
not entitled. No one presumes that he claims 
any besides that due him for taking the ad- 
vance, according to orders, and remaining in 
a hazardous position. He was not only not 
under fire; but he was not in command at all 
during the fight. Col. Connell. of the Seven - 1 
teenth Ohio, as ranking Colonel, was com- 
mander of tho pest after his arrival, until 
Gen. Schocpf arrived ; and the latter, with 
magnanimity and wisdom, confessed his want 
of qalification to command in the fight, and 
requested tho Colonels to make such disposi- 
tions as seemed to them advisable. Previous 
to the very hour of battle there were not 
troops enough on the ground to spare for the 
occupation of Hauser hill, where the first at- 
tack was made. Col. Connell suggested that 
Col. Coburn might spare them, and General 
Ichoepf immediately ordered him to occupy 
he hill with four companies of the Thirtv- 
liird Indiana. This gallant little band was 
ifterwards joined by 250 mounted Kentucky 
nfantrv, under Col. AA’oolford, and by four 
ompanics of the Seventeenth Ohio, under 
lajor Durbin AVard. The Colonels to whom 
he entire credit of the fight belongs were 
'onnell, Coburn, and AVooiford. There is no 
oubt that Col. Garrard is a gallant man, but 
,e is not entitled to the AVild Cat laurels. A 
iart of his men who bravely defended the 
ight wing in the second attack wore under 
he command of Lieut. Col. Ridgell. 

But to resume a statement of facts coneern- 
ng the management of this column: After 
he AA'ild Cat affair the main division was 
rdered to Pitman's, three miles North of 
..ondon. Gen. Schocpf, meantime, was pro- 
ided with only part of his staff. Neither 
Jrigade Quartermaster nor Commissary was 
ssigned to him, and the brigade was not pro- 
dded with a brigade transportation train. The 
)hio and Indiana regiments have everything 
hey needed, but the Kentuckians anil Ten- 
esseeans were deficient in everything but 
rms. A day or two after wearrived at Lon- 
on the regiment trains, which are essential 
o any movement forward or to the rear, were 
lecessarily sent back lor subsistence, leaving 






the army without power to move. At the 
i same time it was desirable to detail fatigue 
parties to fortify; but Gen. Schoepf declined 1 
to work the men hard until they received sup- 
plies. It was officially stated on Tuesday ! 
that if supply trains did not arrive that night 
the troops would have to be content with half ‘ 
rations next day. Tho Thirty-eighth Ohio 
had none, and the Seventeenth Ohio, which 
had been provident, divided its remaining one 
| day's ration with them. Fortunately a few 
wagons did arrive, and enough have con- 
tinued to arrive to enable the men to live con- 
tent from day to day. But what a con- 
dition is this for the vanguard of the army of 
Kentucky — the army of the United States, 
indeed — for we are further South than any 
other division, excepting the great sea and 
land expedition. 

Again, we are without effective cavalry. 
AV e had none until day before yesterday, when 
Major Helveti arrived with two hundred 
mounted infantry, without sabres, and armed 
with ordinary muskets. Gen. Schocpf, there- 
fore, has not "been able to sendout scouting ex- 
peditionsto drive back daring rebel marauding 
bands who have been sweeping subsistence 
from the country, even to our very outposts. 
One of these bands approached within six 
miles of us yesterday, and we hear of them 
constantly in the valley of the Cumberland. 
Our artillery is nlsodeficient in the right sort of 
ammunition for bush fighting. Our pieces 
nre all rifled, and we cannot throw grape. It 
will occur to you here that the Government 
is running wild on the subject of rifled guns. 
Our artillery men petitioned for the usual 
complement of howitzers, but were denied. 

This column marched from AA'ildeat to Pit- 
man s — ten miles — last Saturday. Pitman's 
is at the junction of two roads which fork 
from the main road from Knoxville, Tcnn., 
via Cumberland Gap, to Lexington, Ky. 
Both forks lead to Lexington, tbe right via 
Richmond; the left via Wildcat, Crab Or- 
chard, and Lancaster. There is but little dif- 
ference in the distance to Lexington, but the 
Richmond road is the best. The commanding 
General, however, chose the Crab Orchard 
road as his base for operations. Monday 
night last the rebels were reported advancing 
on London to attack Colonel Garrard, who 
had been again put in the van. The Seven- 
teenth Ohio was sent in the night to reinforce 
him and throw up intrenchments on the high- 
est point in the vicinity. The remainder of 
J the advance column has since arrived, and 
the point is tolerably well fortified, though 
! the works are incomplete. The position is 
weak, although it is the best a comparatively 
I open country can afford. The rebels aro 
I strongly fortifiedat Cumberland Ford, though 
their detachments are extended to Barbours- 
ville, twenty-four miles south of this point. 
The Ford is twenty miles beyond. If they 
choose to attack we shall meet them here, but 
we cannot attack them at the Ford unless we 
are strongly reinforced. In fact, tobesuccess- 
ful, this column should be 20.000 strong, with 
at least one regiment of good and well equip- 
ped cavaliy, and the proper description of 
field pieces for mountain fighting. 

I commit no impropriety in publishing the 
foregoing facts, because they are patent to the 
j army and to those who sympathize with the 
! rebels. There is no doubt, indeed, that Zolli- 
coffer is perfectly informed of all our move- I 
ments. There is nothing to obstruct his com- 
munication with us through spies. AA'o are 
I in an open camp, accessible to all comers and 
goers, and the rebels of the country, perfectly 
familiar with the numerous roads and paths 
which intersect it, may pass into and from 
I. ondon by day or night without impediment. 

| Besides, Zollieoffer had encamped so long in 
this immediate vicinitvthat he must thorough- 
ly understand the position we occupy. He 
is a fpol if he does not. At the same time we 
know but little of his movements, numbers, or 
position. AVhen last heard from, he had be- 
tween eight and ten thousand men, one-third 
of whom were not armed, nnd he was con- 
stantly gaining accessions from the surround- 
ing regions. 

Whether we shall advance or retreat is an 
insoluble problem at this time. There is a 
j prevalent beliefthat the column will fall back 
to Crab Orchard or Richmond. It is folly to 
winter in this region. The subsistence of the 
country has nlroadv been devoured, and tho 
forage within a radius of twenty miles will 
be consumed within as many days. 

In conclusion, I may say that the camp is 
i full of baseless rumors. Two or three days 
ago wo heard that three regiments of rebels, 
with cavalry, were menacing Somerset. To- 
day it is said the rebels are not within forty 
miles of that point. AVe do know, however, 
that Zollicoffer's main army is at and in the 
vicinity of Cumberlar»l Ford. It;is doubtful 
whether he will venture to attack the AVildcat 
brigade again, unless heisstrongly reinforced. 
AVe cannot assail him in his stronghold with 
our present force. 

Union Detectives in England- -Their Opera- 
tions in England. 

(From the Liverpool Post, Oct. 96.] 

For some time past one of the principal 
topics of conversation in Liverpool, both on 
'Change and in private circles, has had rela- 
tion to a system of political espionago and 
terrorism which has for some time been exer- 
cised in this town in connection with gentle- 
men supposed to be directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the Southern or Secession States 
of North America. AVe have heard of one 
gentleman being constantly dogged by pri- 
vate “detectives for many months past. All 
visitors to his residence and place of business 
have been carefully scrutinized, nnd it is sup- 
posed that owing to “information received” 
from Liverpool, many persons, friends of the 
gentleman above alluded to, have been seized 
j and searched, and in some cases imprisoned, 
immediately on thcr arrival at Boston nnd 
New York. Employees, it is said, have nlso, 
in some cases, been tampered with, and even 
thepiivacy of correspondence and of busi- 
ness affairs have been mysteriously violated. 
AVe have also heard of cases in which goods 
! sent from Liverpool for shipment by “sus- 
pected” firms have been watched from the 
manufacturing districts to the dock quays, 
and in some instances it is more than hinted that 
packages and cases have been opened furtive- 
ly en route, and their contents overhauled and 
noted. AVe do not at present feel justified in 
giving publicity to all the rumors which point 
tJ the authors of these proceedings, so foreign 
to English ideas of everything that is fair, 
honorable, and manly. AVe may, however, 
express our regret thnt they should be 
ascribed in any way to the emissaries of . a 
great and free nation. AA r e have no wish to 
interfere in political questions at issuo between 
the North and the South, but nothing will do 
more to estrange the feelings of Englishmen 
of all classes and shades of politics than the 
introduction into our country of a system of 
political espionage, worthy only of the most 
despicable continental despotisms. 



Secretary Cameron in Favor of Eman- 
cipation — A Practical Illustration of 
his Theory. — Col John Cochrane, in his 
speech to his regiment this afternoon, took 
ground in favor of the military necessities of 
the unconditional emancipation of the slaves. 
After he had concluded, Gen. Cameron said:

AVashington, Nov. 16. 
The Capture of Slidell and Mason — Full 
Details. 

All are delighted at the seizure of Mason, 
Slidell and Eustace McFarland, except the 
diplomats, who growl, especially the British 
Minister, Lyons. There is oven a rumor that 
he has demanded his passport. This is im- 
probable unless he is hereafter so ordered by 
home instructions. There is little doubt that 
AVilkes acted under orders from the State 
Department; but even if it should be neces- 
sary to disavow and apologize, Mason & Com- 
pany will be retained in Fort AA’arren, 
whither they are ordered. 

Capt. Taylor, with the official accounts of 
the capture, including a memorandum in the 
nature of a protest from Slidell & Company, 
arrived to-day. His story and documents 
substantially agree in tho facts that the San 
Jacinto returning from Africahad been cruising 
in search of the Sumter. Commander AVilkes 
learning at Cienfuegos that the rebel emissa- 
ries had taken passage for Southampton in 
tho British mail steamer Trent, resolved to 
take them from her. Meeting her in the 
ehannel of the Bahamas he tired two or three 
times across her bows, whether with blank 
cartridges, as he says, or with shot, as Slidell 
avers, and brought her under his guns. 

The San Jacinto flew the American flag. 
Capt. Taylor says the Trent had only her 
packet flag flying. Slidell says she hoisted 
the British flag. Two boats under command 
of Lieutenant Fairfax, boarded her and de- 
manded the passenger list; and on its being 
refused, called for those whom he knew to be 
on board. No forcible resistance was offered

Proclamation by the Governor. 

"Wiikrkas, The following resolutions, vir, 

Whkreas, Kentucky lias been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State lusve insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. hr. it resolved by the Oenernl Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. That the 
invaders must he expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaoXul 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 
Further resolved. TIiMt General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, he requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power front 
this Commonwealth to call out » volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means whieh 
duty and honor require shall he used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall he molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens’ property 
shall he taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, he 
requested to give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

6. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor’s objections thereto

public, as 1 do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to bo obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that the hu 
mane and noble purposes ot tho Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of tho General Assembly is as follows: 

Resolution* providin'? for the pence and. quiet of 
the citizen* of. this Commonwealth. 
Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever lias been, 
w illing, and ready to interpose her friendly 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as ber wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that tho people in the meantime, 
should net in harmony, and bo at peace 
j among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved war, they will as far ns possible, 

I relieve and •palliate its calamities; therefore 
Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions 
I between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war as well ns peace, all the lights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they maydiffer in political opin-

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wit: 

An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion o f the Slate, untl for other purposes. 

I) l. Be. it enacted by the General Assembly a f the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the Stale of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authoiiiy of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the Staje of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-live years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 2. That the Governor be, and he is herebv, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary aud 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

5 3- That all volunteer officers, non-eommis- 
siened officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered aud accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
j General in the field shall appoint by bis orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
l of their pay. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
[ ized, as provided for by this act, shall, when 
| mustered into service, he under the commaud of 
t lie General commanding the State forces iu the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifleeu hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as lie may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive live dollars per month of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themsch es into 
companies, and sucli companies us may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, he commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

$ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, wtien tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by anv company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice ot the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what ofiice each is eleeted, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, aud what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ it. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled toap;K>int and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled “An act fbr the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia,” ap- 
proved March 5, lb60 ; and lie shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the Htth, 11th, and 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ III. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations asare allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

§ 11. This act to be of force from its passage.
